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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is prior 
art regarding stacked encapsulated semiconductor devices. See, for example, that Lin 
et al. (US 6359340) discloses a semiconductor device (see Fig. 10) comprising: A 
substrate 560 having a first plurality of pads (connected to 512) and a second plurality 
of pads (connected to 542), a first semiconductor chip 510 mounted on said substrate 
and having a third plurality of pads 510a; a plate member 520 arranged on said first 
semiconductor chip having a first end (end under 540) at an inward position from/"of ' 
said first semiconductor chip adjacent to/"from" the third plurality of pads, and a second 
end being exposed to an outside. 

However, the Application as amended specifically recites the combination of a 
semiconductor device comprising a substrate with first and second pads, first and 
second chips with pads, a plate member, and the specific structural disposition of the 
above relative one another, and more specifically the electrical interconnection between 
chip/plate pads. The claim also recites wherein said plate member has a first portion 
covered by said first and second semiconductor chips, and a second portion protruding 
from said first and second semiconductor chips and extending through said seal 
member to the seal member side surface whereby said plate member is exposed to an 
outside of said seal member. 
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The above is neither obvious over nor anticipated by the prior art of record, which 
fails to neither alone nor in connbination anticipate the present invention as claimed. 
Hence the Notice of Allowability included herein.
